W illiam S. Sim s, commander-in-chief 
of the Am erican naval forces in Euro­ 
pean waters, on his a rrh a l aboard the 
liner .Mauretania, declared tile convoy 
ay stem, which many na\al men termed 
Im practicable, overcam e the 
Germ an 
submarine 
menace and 
figured 
tre­ 
mendously in winning the war. 
Depth chargee and listening devices, 
he said,

trans-Atlantic “ bridge" of transports 
and s u p p ly ships essential to the A l* J 
lied victory, as did the "m agnificent 
w ork” of the merchant seamen,
